BRANCH OFFICERS CONFERENCE 
Orville C. Larsen, Assistant Editor 


he Chicago Dental Society, on 

Wednesday, June 18th, held its 

Annual Branch Presidents, Secre- 
taries and Correspondents Conference in 
the Trustees’ Board Room of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association headquarters 
building. The meeting convened at ten 
o'clock in the morning with 28 in at- 
tendance. President Teuscher opened 
the meeting and introduced those pres- 
ent. He announced that North Subur- 
ban Branch President Dr. George Carey’s 
mother had just passed away and offered 
our condolences to Dr. Carey and his 
family. Dr. Teuscher then outlined the 
formal program for the morning, express- 
ing his pleasure that we. could all be 
present for the meeting and work to- 
gether for the good of our Society. He 
then called upon Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, Secretary of the American Den- 
tal Association, who welcomed us on be- 
half of the A.D.A. Among other things, 
he mentioned the monthly news releases 
from the Association, and urged all of us 
to attend the Annual Meeting in Dallas, 
Texas, in November. He also suggested 
that any of us who had not previously 
toured the new headquarters building do 
so after the meeting. 

The Society’s Public Relations Pro- 
gram was discussed by Mr. Julian Jack- 
son and Mr. Lou Kuhn of Julian Jack- 
son Associates. They outlined the pro- 
cedure of spot announcements on TV and 


radio, and of newspaper releases regard- 
ing dental health. They spoke of a pro- 
posed course for speakers and presented 
many other ideas. It was emphasized that 
before you deliver a speech or publish an 
article relating to dentistry, you must 
first have your copy passed upon by the 
Central Office. Next on the program, Dr. 
Walter J. Nock spoke on Dental Health 


_ Care Plans, as Chairman of that commit- 


tee for the Illinois State Dental Society. 
He mentioned that several states are 
working in connection with the labor 
unions to render formal aid in dental 
care, but at the present time there is no 
union in [ilinois offering such a plan. 
Then we heard from our ForTNIGHTLY 
Review editor, Dr. Elmer Ebert, who 
reminded us of the need for teamwork in 
branch reporting. He offered a few simple 
rules to follow in submitting copy: All 
copy should be typewritten, double- 
spaced, and within the margin provided 
on the copy sheets, and should not ex- 
ceed two sheets, the equivalent of one 
page in the Review. No pictures can be 
used because of lack of space. Deadline 
is the 1st and 15th of every month. Fol- 
lowing Dr. Ebert, Mr. Peter C. Gould- 
ing, Secretary to the Centennial Com- 
mittee for the American Dental Associa- 
tion, told us of the plans for the Cen- 
tennial Year Observance. The kick-off 
luncheon will take place at the time of 
the Midwinter Meeting next February, 
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. the program will continue through the 
summer, and the closing period will cen- 
ter on the five-day Centennial Session in 
New York City in September of 1959. 
During the Centennial, news of the pro- 
ceedings will be mailed to state and local 
societies, and also there may be issued 
a commemorative postage stamp in 
honor of the Centennial Year observance. 
There is available a very interesting 
booklet outlining the national Centennial 
program, with suggestions for participa- 
tion by state and local societies. 


In conclusion, Dr. James Lynch, our . 


Society Secretary, talked on the Prob- 
lems and Plans of the Chicago Dental 
Society. Many subjects were covered, all 
of vital interest to the benefit of our So- 


ciety and profession. Following this ex- 
cellent program, we adjourned for 
luncheon at the Pearson Hotel, after 
which we enjoyed an informal discussion 
period offering all present the oppor- 
tunity to exchange views regarding the 
conduct of Society affairs. 

This is the second year this annual 
conference has been held at the Amer- 
ican Dental Association headquarters. 
Much important information is gained 
by participating in a meeting of this kind, 
and your Branch officers and corre- 
spondents are now well-informed on the 
many subjects covered in the program. 
I’m certain they will be glad to discuss 
any or all of them with you should you 
desire to do so. 


Editor’s Comment 


oing into a little more detail on the 
Branch Officers and Correspond- 
ents Conference and adding to what Dr. 
Larsen has written, we would like to point 
out how important it is to make our 
plans for the Centennial of the American 
Dental Association in 1959. In Dr. 
Hillenbrand’s address of welcome, he 
stated that the Chicago Midwinter Meet- 
ing will kick-off the Centennial year. He 
also mentioned the possibility of the 1962 
annual session being Held in Chicago. 
Mr. Julian Jackson of our public rela- 
tions firm explained in great detail the 
Society’s plans for a very comprehensive 
program of public relations. Mr. Lou 
Kuhn, Mr. Jackson’s associate, stated 
that the metropolitan newspapers have 
given assurance that they would co- 
operate and that to date favorable replies 
have been received from twenty-eight 
community newspapers. In addition to 
the newspapers agreeing to publish health 
education material, there will be nu- 
merous spot TV and radio announce- 
ments; also, the General Outdoor Adver- 
tising Company has allotted a number 
of billboards for our use as a public serv- 
ice. A slogan contest has been held, the 
winners of which will be determined 


shortly—from those slogans selected will 
come our billboard material. It is urged 
that the entire membership give aid to 
the public relations program for its suc- 
cess depends on all of us. 

Dr. Walter Nock, in his resumé of the 
activities of the Committee on Group 
Dental Health Care Plans, pointed out 
how a number of states—California, 
Oregon and Washington to name a few 
—have met the problems in dealing with 
union welfare funds. In a number of 
these states, a dental service corporation 
was organized in order to handle the 
situation and such might be the choice in 
Illinois. He was very pointed in his re- 
marks concerning individual dentists 
entering into private negotiation or even 
discussion without consulting and clear- 
ing with the Committee. Only through 
the proper channels, i.e. the Committee 
on Group Dental Health Care Plans, can 
we hope to arrive at the best possible so- 
lution to a very complex problem. 

The Editor’s talk was mainly of a tech- 
nical nature, except that he did empha- 
size the importance of complete coopera- 
tion and that news-gathering was - job 
for all members.

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EDITORIAL 


Look Up and Out-Not Down and In 


Following are several pertinent quotations from a speech delivered by Mr. 
James Hill, Jr., at the 77th annual convention of the American Dental Trade 
Association on June 26th. Mr. Hill is President of the Sterling Drug Corporation. 

“TI think it is good business,” Mr. Hill said, “not to fall into the error of 
thinking that because we don’t go up every minute of every day, the economy 
is crumbling.” However much we may have a shortage of shortages, he added, 
“we do not have a shortage of customers. Your customers—and ours—are in- 
creasing every day. Your job—and mine—is to persuade them to buy what 
we have to sell. 

“Whether or not the country’s current economic status is dip, recession, de- 
pression or whatever you may wish to call it, let us remember that people 
with skill, imagination and courage will usually contrive to do well . . . I think 
it is the memory of the depression of the early 30’s which frightens some of our 
people so much today; that any down-turn in the economy, from whatever 
height and however slight, is the shadow that forecasts the return of those 
dark days. The country would be far better off if the people examined today’s 
situation in realistic perspective. If we business men dedicate ourselves and our 
resources to the solution of our present problems, whatever they be, our economy 
in the next decade will grow to even greater heights than ever before.” 

Speaking of business prospects for the dental trade—a subsidiary of Sterling 
is Cook-Waite Laboratories, Inc., manufacturers of dental anesthetics—Mr. 
Hill said its “way is up.” 

He said that there is no shortage of patients—although some are postponing 
dental care—and there is a shortage of dentists which cannot be remedied over 
a short span of time. “The immediate answer to this state of imbalance is being 
found in two general areas. Dental manufacturers are engaged in greatly 
accelerated research and development programs in an effort to provide the 
dentist with materials and equipment which make it possible for him to produce 
more dentistry for more people in a given time. And the dentists themselves are, 
in increasing number, surrounding themselves with auxiliary personnel which 
relieves him of many tedious and time-consuming tasks, thus enabling him 
to deliver his professional skills to more patients.” 

Continuing in the same vein, the Editor would add his small voice and say, 
Let Us Look Up and Out and Not Down and In. Let us remember that there 
are Some 65,000,000 still gainfully employed and bringing home a paycheck, 
and that the number of those unemployed is about 5,550,000 which is roughly 
eight per cent of the total—not a catastrophic figure when we consider that - 
we have been operating in an accelerated economy. No doubt there is a belt- 
tightening taking place but the need for care is still there and how well we meet 
that need will determine whether we will join the gloom dispensers or those who 
have a deep and abiding faith that our problems can be met by hard work 
and a real desire to be of service. Keep that recall system operating at 100 
per cent. If major procedures must be temporarily postponed, maintenance is 
very necessary to hold the line. Now is a wonderful time to get acquainted 
with the kids, for most parents will see that their children are cared for even 
though they neglect their own needs. (Continued on page 10) 
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This would be a wonderful time for that refresher course that you have been 
too busy to take. There is much that is new to learn, and in a field where the 
population growth is far outstripping the ability to provide new graduates, 
it is our responsibility as a profession to see that future demands for dental 
services are met to the best of our ability. 


Again may I say Let Us Look Up and Out—let us radiate confidence for it 


is contagious. 


Our Public Relations Program Pays Dividends

—School Never Is Out 
The first thing that smart June grad- 
uates learn after getting their diplomas 
is that they’ve got to keep on learning. 
Progress is so swift in so many fields 


_ that yesterday is 10 years ago. Especially 


in medicine, surgery and dentistry ad- 
vances are so numerous and so swift that 
keeping up with new miracles must be 
one of the most important and toughest 
parts of the job. 

The patient doesn’t get too much of 
an idea about these continuous changes 
unless he happens to come upon some-

through a journal just recently and I 


saw an article on postgraduate training 
of dentists through college extension 
courses. ; 


DENTISTS LIVING IN LOCALI- 
TIES far from dental schools find it diffi- 
cult to put in the 50 hours of postgrad- 
uate work required for membership in 
the Academy of General Dentistry. So to 
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enable them to keep pace with develop- 
ments in their profession, new ideas are 


~sent to the dentists. There seems to be a 


serious shortage of dental instructors, 
which the proposed extension school pro- 
gram will have to overcome. 

An editorial in the same magazine on 
the general practitioners in the American 
Dental Assn. who formed this academy 
says: “There are other dental societies 
that require types of special training as a 
prerequisite for membership. There are 
few, if any, that require continuing study 
to retain membership. In that respect the 
Academy of General Dentistry is in the 
forefront. . . .” 


WHEN YOU TALK TO dentists 
about their work you often hear them 
saying that one of their problems is that 
of getting time for reading about what 
really is new and proved (or mighty 
promising) about treatments and tech- 
niques. They also will tell you that one 
of their responsibilities is to report on 
what they’ve learned. 

These statements concerning the need 
and difficulty of constantly continuing 
education, of refresher courses for the 
professions, might be reminders to men 
and women in other fields that school 
never is out. 

Business journals and, to a much lesser 
extent, the trade conventions, provide 


‘continuing education for American busi- 


ness and professional personnel but not 
the way many physicians and dentists keep 
themselves educated.

haracter, Knowledge, and Skill 
are the predominating ingredi- 
ents necessary to produce a pro- 
fessional dentist. An individual who has 
acquired Knowledge, developed Skill, 
but is deficient in 
Character is one 
unworthy of being 
honored with the 
responsibilities he 
| has to his patients, 
’ his family, the den- 
tal profession, and 
himself.”* 

The purpose of 
this paper is to pre- 
sent those principles 
of ethics which must 
be utilized by the professional dentist in 
order that his obligations and -responsi- 
bilities may best be realized. 

In 1840, dentistry was elevated to the 
status of a profession in the United 
States, for during the years 1839-40 the 
triumvirate of a profession were estab- 
lished in dentistry. They were: a school 
devoted to education in the field of den- 
tistry (Baltimore College of Dental Sur- 
gery), a national publication (The 
American Journal of Dental Science), 
and an organized society (The Amer- 
ican Society of Dental Surgeons) .? Prior 
to this time, professional morals and 
ethics depended solely upon the charac- 
ter of the practitioner. 

In a lecture given at McGill University 
in 1910, Dr. William Hunter of England 
stated, “. . . American dentists generated 
more pathology than they cured.”* The 
effect of this initial condemnation of 
the dental profession, and the public 
criticism which ensued, led to an exten- 


sive reorganization of the dental curricu- 
lum. 

Throughout the years 1910-29, the 
following significant advances were made 
by the profession: elevation of the quality 
of service its practitioners performed for 
the public, increase of its educational 
standards (a minimal educational re- 
quirement of two years of pre-dental 
studies and fours years in a dental col- 
lege), and advancement of graduate 
studies and research in the various den- 
tal fields. 

In the period from 1929 to the pres- 
ent, concentrated efforts have been di- 
rected toward the fields of research, 
public health dentistry and, in general, 
providing methods and means by which 
the dental needs of a greater segment of 
the population can be served.* 

The profession of dentistry can right- 
fully be proud of the major advances it 
has made along the aforementioned 
paths. Considering the leadership pres- 
ently found within its ranks, much can 
be expected in the future. 

Ethics is the study of man’s moral be- 
havior. The concept of ethics and morals 
in man was the subject of special con- 
sideration by Socrates, Plato, and Aris- 
totle.5 How did the writings of centuries 
ago withstand the crushing evolution of 
an everchanging social and economic 
world? The answer lies in the spirit of 
the moral relations of man and not in 
the letter of the obligation. Thus, as each 
and every “new world of man” is erected, 
a seemingly new moral and ethical code 
may evolve to coincide with the needs of 
the existing society. What actually ensues 
is a remodeling of the exterior, while 
the crux, the very foundation of man’s 
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relations with himself, the Golden Rule, 
remains unchanged. Thus, it is evident 
that the ostensible means may vary, and 
yet the end realized is the same. 

Morality is a virtue. It is not an in- 
herent trait in the newborn. It is not 
gene-determined. If one considers the 
numerous, ever-evolving worlds of man, 
one finds three leading authorities which 
dictate the doctrines of man’s moral and 
ethical behavior. These are the religious, 
political, and social sanctions. 

The religious sanction bases morality 
on the authority of God and the 
Church. The political sanction is based 
on the power and authority of the 
state to decide by its laws what its 


citizens should or should not do. The > 


social sanction is that exercised by so- 

ciety or one’s social environment. Often 

all three of these sanctions influence 

the individual in his desire to conform 

to the laws of moral conduct.® 

Since it is obvious that religion, society, 
and politics play major roles in molding 
our moral behavior, why then is it im- 
perative that we have a code of ethics for 
dentistry? Firstly, the dentist is a profes- 
sional being because of his extensive 
training in these fields which enable him 
to perform his special services and, his 
attitude is one of service before self. The 
lay-public does not possess these qualifi- 
cations. Therefore, the community places 
its faith and trust in an individual it be- 
lieves will provide efficient and proper 
service because of his sense of ethical 
obligation.? Secondly, optimal profes- 
sional ethics are necessary because pro- 
fessional behavior cannot be carefully 
regulated or evaluated.® 

Thus far, a brief history of the evolu- 
tion of dentistry has been presented in 
regard to its educational requirements, 
its greater service to the public, i.e., 
public health dentistry and research in 
the various dental fields, and the need 
for a definite Dental Code of Ethics. 
That such a need for the latter is present 
has been shown. 

The major organization of the Amer- 
ican dentist, on a national level, is the 
American Dental Association. The far- 
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sightedness of this organization is ap- 
parent by the fact that it published its 
first code of ethics in 1886. As the evolu- 
tion of the dental profession in the 
United States has taken place, so too 
has the Dental Code of Ethics evolved 
to aid in elevating the dignity and morals - 
of our field. Since 1886 there have been 
six revisions of the code, the latest being 
in 1955.” The necessity for the enlarge- 
ment and expansion of the code is self- 
evident upon examination of the re- 
visions. The present revision of the code 
contains twenty-one sections. These sec- 
tions strive for the practice of honest 
and ethical dentistry in order to create 
an individual worthy of bearing the title 
Doctor of Dental Surgery. 

Through patient investigation and 
study of the laws of Nature, scientific 
men have been able to induce a “con- 
trolled” evolution of diverse plants and 
animals into forms better suited to hu- 
man uses. Similar research may lead to 
the evolution of a more socially, morally, 
and spiritually perfect man. Achievement 
of such an evolution will depend largely 
on the standards set for such a society. 
In dentistry this achievement depends 
largely on the individual. The American 
Dental Association acts as an adjunct to 
assist one in the development of a higher 
professional and ethical level. In regard 
to the moral quality, it can be said that 
the doing of what is right, at present, 
lags behind the knowledge of what is 
right. In the event that such an optimal 
society develops, then each life would 
benefit from another. However, until 
such a society develops, the individual 
must do more and give more of himself 
than is expected thus helping carry the 
burdens and perform the duties neglected 
by others. It is right for man to develop 
his life for his own good and welfare, 
but since he receives so much from others, 
his life should be aimed at providing for 
the good and welfare of others.1° 

Man’s conscience is the voice of his 
religion, state, and society. The sense of 
duty in the dentist must stem not from 
what he wills to-do but from what he 
ought to do. The will or inclination does 
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not always coincide with the duty. Thus, 
a conflict arises and man’s conscience is 
called forth to judge. Such conflicts are 
not everpresent in man, for it is only 
when his actions are directed toward an 
end contrary to custom (or duty), that 
his conscience has something to say. 
Through the formation of good habits 
of thought and conduct, man may edu- 
cate himself to control his inclinations 
and impulses, resulting in less conflicts 
with duty. The scoundrel who has little 
or no regard for duty may accumulate 


_great wealth and external happiness 


while the righteous individual may find 
survival difficult. In the case of the 
former, the fact that he attracts so much 
attention and arouses such indignation 
indicates that his is the exception rather 
than the rule. While material treasures 
have not been the lot of the latter, yet 
he is sure of finding happiness in his own 
heart. He can be certain that a well- 
merited reputation for honesty, integrity 
and professional ability carries with it its 
own rewards." 

It may be generally stated that virtue 
tends to produce happiness, success and 
prosperity, however, these children of 
virtue may lead to the downfall of the 
parent from whence they came. Mankind 
must forever be on guard against the de- 
struction or want of virtue. 

What constitutes optimal dental serv- 
ice? The patient frequently states, “Doc- 
tor, do what you know is best for me.” 

In the business world the most im- 
portant consideration of a transaction is 
that both parties involved derive the 
greatest benefits. A price is agreed u 


pon 
‘and almost always this is followed by a 


transfer of materials or goods. The goal 
of the dentist is the achievement of the 
physical, mental and social well-being of 
all people. This is a human concern for 
human needs. The individual in seeking 
a particular practitioner has often done 
so because he has faith and trust in the 
character, knowledge and skill of the 
man. The welfare of the patient, must be 
the prime consideration. He does not 
sell a gold restoration or put a price on 
a removable partial denture. Instead, he 


provides the patient with a service—the 
most beneficial for that particular patient. 
It is the position of the dentist to make 
certain the patient derives the highest 
good and best care possible. 

When asking a layman what he expects 
from his dentist, he will probably answer, 
“IT would expect him to provide me with 
the best possible care at a fee within my 
means.” These requirements would auto- 
matically come into his conscious mind. 
However, if he were to think further 
about this question, to probe into his 
subconscious mind, several other con- 
siderations would arise. He would ulti- 
mately realize that these latter considera- 
tions are in reality more important in his 
estimation of his dentist’s qualities? For 
example, is his dentist patient, tolerant, 
and sympathetic? Does he have that 
quality of empathy which gives him a 
full appreciation of his patient’s feelings, 
needs or fears? Does he honestly attempt 
to mitigate these fears, soothe these feel- 
ings, and appreciate these needs? Does 
he have the calm and quiet mien of ex- 
ternal placidness and internal peace 
which immediately instill confidence in a 
patient and give him the feeling that 
“everything will be all right?” Does he 
treat the patient as an equal rather than 
an unlettered underling? Does he refrain 
from making derogatory remarks con- 
cerning any previous dental work he finds 
in the patient’s mouth? Most important 
can the patient think of him as a sincere, 
righteous and honest man of consummate 
moral worth? If all these questions can 
be answered affirmatively, then the pa- 
tient is in the care of an ideal man and 
an ideal dentist. Indeed, the two latter 
ideals must be identical. 

‘A second question is, “What may a 
dentist expect of a fellow colleague?” 


. Does he attempt to further the dental 


education of his patients and of the gen- 
eral public? Does he share his problems 
and solutions with his colleagues to the 
greater enhancement of his profession’s 
body of knowledge? Does he actively sup- 
port his local dental society and work 
for the betterment of his profession? Does

he give all possible aid to his newly grad- 


- uated colleagues to orient them to their 


new lives and to introduce them to bright 
futures by his aid, instruction and up- 
right example? Does he refrain from 
voicing jealous criticism of a colleague’s 
work in the presence of a patient? Does 
he ever strive to improve his techniques 
and extend his knowledge? Does he do 
everything possible to bring honor and 
dignity to himself'and to the entire pro- 
fession? Does he regard the ethical code 
of his profession not merely as a restric- 
tive set of rules to be tolerated, but rather 
a guide to thought and action in and out 
of his office—a way of life which infuses 
his total being and molds his character 
during all his waking moments? If these 
questions can be answered affirmatively, 
we have a professional colleague who is 
an ideal man and an ideal dentist, again, 
a logical identity. 

It is important that the dental student 
derive the fullest from the opportunities 
presented to him during his four years of 
formal dental education. 

At the present time, an honor system 
is being utilized in four schools in the 
United States, one of which is the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Dentistry. A 
combination honor-proctor system is also 
being used at four other dental schools.’ 
The honor system refers to the every day 
relations of the student with his fellow 
classmates, his instructors, and his pa- 
tients in his dental education. 

Incorporated within the honor system 
at the University of Illinois is an honor 
code. This code of ethics was initiated 
and developed by the student body with 
the fullest cooperation of the faculty. It 
acts as a guide for maintaining an honest 
and morally high standard when taking 
examinations in didactic and technique 
courses and in providing for the optimal 
care of patients in the treatment clinics. 

Thus the student is able to glean a 
wealth of valuable knowledge during the 
years of his formal dental education. This 
is so because the student makes a gradual 
transition from layman to professional 
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man. He is not a layman one day and a — 


dentist the next. He is introduced into 
the profession as a semi-colleague rather 
than as a mere understudy. By means of 
the honor system he is also introduced to 
the principles of a self governing body 
of ethical practice. Under such a unifica- 
tion of honor and education, the con- 
scientious student can well prepare him- 
self for his future years of ethical dental 
practice. 

We of the dental profession must be 
cognizant of our past history, our present 
status, and our future potentials, desires 
and motives for the maintenance of our 
profession at the proper level of dignity 
and respect it deserves: There is no room 
for complacency. Each man and woman 
must be fully aware of his and her re- 
sponsibility as a member of the honored 
profession of dentistry. To have acquired 
know'edve and developed skili is not 
enough. One must have character.

Mr. Peter Goulding, Secretary of the 
Centennial Staff Committee -of the 


A.D.A., gave a comprehensive report on 
the plans for the Centennial. As was 
stated above, the Chicago Dental Society 
Midwinter Meeting will mark the formal 
kick-off of the Centennial. A Centennial 
emblem has been developed and it is 
hoped that it will be widely used, there 
is a possibility of a Centennial postage 
stamp, and the year will be climaxed by 
the five-day Annual Meeting in New 
York City, September 14-18. At the same 
time in New York; the Federation Den-~ 
taire Internationale will meet for the 
first time in this country since 1947. Each 
State Society is to select its “Dentist of 
the Century” and to recognize him at the 
Centennial Banquet which each state 
will hold. In addition, it is hoped that 
civic luncheons will be held by all state 
and component societies. 

Dr. James Lynch, Secretary of the So- 
ciety, presented an excellent summary 
of the central office activities and made 
several suggestions as to how some of 
the burdensome detail might be shifted. 
He pointed out the need for eternal 
alertness on the part of our officers. He 
also reviewed briefly the public relations 
program and the dental health education 
program which again will be given more 
attention since our legal problems for the 
most part have been assumed by the State 
Society, the financial burden to be car- 


ried by the special assessment. We, as a — 


Society, have rendered a tremendous 


service to all organized dentistry in 
carrying on the fight against illegal den- 
tal practice in order to safeguard the 
health of the people and, by our early 
recognition of this problem, have set the 


pattern for future action. The Dental © 


Budget Plan was reviewed; Dr. Lynch 
advising that since its beginning three 
years ago the Plan has serviced 9,309 pa- 
tients and financed accounts totalling $1,- 
897,000. Huntington and Homer’s new 
comprehensive hospital plan with a 
broader coverage will become effective 
August 1st. It was also reported that the 
plan for accreditation of dental labora- 
tories and the certification of technicians 
by the State Society is very nearly ready 
to function. Dr. Lynch re-affirmed the 
policy of the Society that there be no 
solicitation of prizes for golf outings and 
other functions. The need for interesting 
the younger men in active participation 
was brought ‘out. Dr. Lynch concluded 
by urging all Branch officers to be ever 
alert to the needs of the Branch and 
stating that through cooperation we can 
make the Branches and the Parent So- 
ciety grow in service to the membership 
and to our profession.—E.M.E.
